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TO THE READER. 


Tuts Work is a fac-simile of a very scarce 
Romance, in the possession of the Editor, and 
is supposed to be unique, as no second copy is 
known to exist. Itis not to be found in the 
Libraries of Oxford, Cambridge, or in the British 
Museum, nor is it mentioned in any of the valu- 
able publications of Dibdin. It formerly be- 
longed to an old woman near Shrewsbury. No 
printer’s name is mentioned, but the type is very 
much like that used by Wynkyn de Worde. The 
Romance is without date, but from two paper- 
marks, of which an engraving is here given, some 
light may be thrown upon the antiquity of this 
singular and scarce work.

The prynce was 
lalewed in modeſt guile by the dameſel, 
d with hys ſquire weꝛ motte gladlomely

But the valourous Prpnce, 
mounted on his hole Oruffotnorta, 
touched his lance, and with greate 
hardihood drave it into the dragon's 
maws, and being unhable to regaine 
the fame, drew hys (word and {note 
oll the left legg of the Gyaunt.

The Ayndowes of the hall 
were ornated wyth ropall glas, con⸗ 
tapning the achievements ok the re⸗ 
nowned pzpnce Potomodo, grete 
graundekathez unto the emperor Pzi⸗ 
mofo: the upper parte of the halle was 
furnimented with auncient armoure. 
Che celinge was motte cunnynglie 
prorben with antyck ymagerye and 
Debpres contapning the cotes and 
genealogtes of pe emperour. At the 
upper end of the halle on the hie dete, 
under a canopp of ſtate, curioullie

Che dameſel havyng tolde thys 
woekul tale to the emperour and the 
court, three knightes àzole to proffer 
theiz aide: Sir Sterrigogle, knyght 
ofthe Comet; Sir Filliguts, knight 
of the Cups, and pe vaillant prynce 
Rädapanthus.

Horie, tooke the golden hortes and 
mounted them, whanne ſtrattwaps a 
rumbling noile was heard, c the halle 
luddenlie vaniched; the carved celyng 
being changed into black clouds, and 
the belpangled lars having become the 
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firmamente in the thie, afew wheeeot 
were jut leen among the cloudes, and 
d deep and ſombꝛous darknels covered 
the heavens wyth tremendous florins 
of thunder and lyghtenynge. 
Voceedyng on their journey 

| the prynce ct his compantons

the legs of the gyant below pe ankles: 
lpite of the moules [kyns, Whych were 
charmed in vain: the Gyant who was 
lighting near the walls ok the cafile, 
fell againſt one of ye gates, but brains 
havinge none, he broke his emptie 
Ckhull, & knocked off one of the turrets 
and battlements. i 
„ ſooner was the furious gy⸗ 
D ant ſlain, than the whole atre 
Was covered wyth a paling 


oe grete darknelle from ye num: 
ber ok vultures and kytes, and other 
curious byrdes of praye, from far and 
neere, ſome wyth keete like dꝛagons, 
lome with wyngs of buttertlies, and 
others with claws like mannes hands, 
and mante with large beaks like files, 
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to cut away the gpants armoure to get 
att the mete. 

[The valourous Prynte vaunced 
puto the courte of the cafile, whan he 
was motte couteoutlp received by the 
moſte comelp and debonaire lady, the 
Ladie Mirrafonte. mow hath the 
giant been devouzed, and eaten up to 
the bones, when the byzdes difperted 
into the aire: the ſilver horte flew over 
the walls, and delcended into p' court, 
the damelel alighted, and was kindlpe 
lalewed by her Ladie. 

¶ Radapanthus having broken open 
the doors of the dongeons, relealed the 
wel fatted but uneaten knightes fom 
their moſte woekull of all wokul ſitua⸗ 
tions, and having reſtored the callle 
into the handes of the Ladie Mirra⸗ 


konte tooke bys leave. Me went into 
a paſling grete halle pclepid the hall 
of Scandal, wherein were {een on the 
walls the tongues of Ladies wel be⸗ 
napled thereon, and much eten by the 
wWormes, manie of the tongues were 
the tongues of aunctent ſpynſters. At 
th'end of the halle was a beauteaus 
calkenet, ornated with the Satkpre, 
the Emeralde, and the Carboncle 
ſtone, wyth the goodlye worde Si⸗ 
lentium in golden letters, and with⸗ 
in the fame were ſeen certain tongues, 
well prelerved, each of them havyng 
Prudentia written thereon. 

¶ And now hath Dan Phebus fol- 
lowing the heeles ok Dame Aurora, 
uſhered forth the cheerkull daye, whan 
the puillaunt Prynce Badapanthus, 
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having taken the head of the gpaunt, 
purſewed his waye to the Court of the 
Emperor Primoſo, ct havyng croflen 
thenchaunted bridge, he was aſtound⸗ 
ed to {ee it inviüble, € to find it wyth 
all the turrets and pynacles vantthed 
awaie. The prynte entered the foꝛelt 
wearied wyth the weight of the iron 
hed, when he joykullye ſpied a glitte⸗ 
rand ca drawn by Griffons, c having 
mounted it, and placed the head by the 
fide of him, purlewed his way over the 
korreſt, t arrived before the city of the 
Emperour. Me was much aſtounded 
when he ſaw the thee loft {quires cun⸗ 
ningly ycoꝛwed in alblaſter over pe gate, 
and pplaced on curious tablements in 
nitches overazched, and on the top ol 
the gate the turrets and pynacles of 


the enchanted brydge. The Prynce 
entered the gate, c arrived at the pal⸗ 
lace, t having lalewed the Emperour, 
the Emperels, and all the corte, retized 
to the embowred bowez of the mofte 
jopfullett of all joyful prpneefles, the 
princels Philamante, who to fee him 
was paling glad, and fo fhe made a 
ſpeech, fuch as never was heard be⸗ 
fore, and it finiched in thefe wordes, 
Prynce Badapanthus, mine own herte 
{wete, let us be gladlome that we are 
heere, and not in the gpaunts maws, 
merrie and not mangled, fwellpng 
with joy and not lwallowed, mirthkull 
moving and not eaten up alive. Many 
othe. plefaunt wordes paſled betweene 
them; but what they leyd dt what they 
did is not recorded in this ſtorie. 
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Heere endeth the Pyſtorie of the 
redoubtable Prince Wadapanthus.
